Mother's 
Words 
Condemn 


Innocent 
Man 
Convicted 
For 
Another's 
Crime 


French criminal history contains no 


more sensational story than that of the 
soldier Voisju, who, after being con- 
victed tea years ago for the murder of 
a woman and seat to penal servitude 
at Cayenne, has just been declared lu- 
uoexnt. 


One of the grimmest circninstanees 


of the soldier's case was that he was 
condemned on the testimony of his 
own mother. This is the story: 


One morning In the summer of 1S92 


Mme. Adam, a woman who kept a lav*

era at Martinvast, near Cherbourg, 
was found murdered. Her skull had 
been smashed in with a soda siphon. 
The looting of her strong boi and 
money drawer showed, conclusively her 
slayer's motive. The only clew was 
the epaulet of a sergeant of Infantry, 
which, it proved, was that of a soldier 
named Langlois. The sergeant, howev- 
er, though he admitted having drunk 
at Mme Adam's the day before, 
showed to the satisfaction of the police 
officials that be could not have been 
in the neighborhood when the murder 
was committed. Then a peasant re- 
ported that he had seen a soldier of the 
line on the road near the tavern on the 
night that .Mme. Adam was killed. One 
of the detectives working on the case 
promptly made inquiries at the milita- 
ry post at Eennes and there discovered 
that an infantryman named Toisin had 
not been present at roll call on the 
morning after the murder. He also dis- 
covered that Voisin lived close to Mme. 
Adam's tavern. 


Now comes the most striking part of 


the whole story—a part that reminds 
one of a Gaboriau novel. Voisin, who 
was immediately arrested, showed no 
special uneasiness, remarking that he 
could prove an alibi by his mother. His 
explanation of his absence from roll 
call was that while out on furlough he 
had got drunk and gone into a barn to 
sleep. When he woke up, it was too 
late to go back to barracks, so he con- 
cluded to go home and was on the way 
to his mother's house when seen near 
the place of the murder. His mother 
could testify that he was at home when 
the crime was committed. 


But when the mother, who knew 


nothing of her son's arrest and never 
thought of connecting him ;wijh Jjie '•• 
murder, was se^ii;b'y;{hei^!cSaYeq^^ 
swore in the most" solemn way that she 
had seen nothing of her son. The ex- 
planation now given of her act was 
that she supposed he had absented him- 
self from barracks without leave, and 
is the penalty for harboring a deserter 
was unusually severe she had been 
ifraid to confess that her son had spent 
the night at home. 


When the significance of her testi- 


noncy was made plain to her, she was 
aorrifled, but she could not revoke her 
jworn statement, and on the strength 
>f it Voisin, his alibi destroyed and sev- 
eral other fragments of circumstantial 
jvidcnce urged against him, was de- 
clared guilty and sentenced to death. 
le was to be shot at Renncs by a 
iquad of his own comrades, and the 
ncmbcrs of the firing party even had 
icon summoned when a reprieve, signed 
>y the president of the republic, arrived 
n the nick of time to save his life. He 
?as sentenced to penal servitude and, 
till declaring that he was innocent, 
rna hurried off to endure the miseries 
f existence at Cayenne. 
By a queer combination of events 
^anglols, the sergeant who had at first 
iccn suspected of the murder of Mme. 
idam, soon after was convicted of 


crime and sent to the convict settle- 


uont on the island of Re. 
Voisin hardly had tasted the terrors 
f life at Cayenne when he determined 
i escape. 
Hundreds before him, he 


now, 
had attempted to do the same 


nd had perished miserably, but he pro- 
mod to share their fate rather than 
rag out hla life aa n convict Three of 
Is comrades were of his mind. One 
ny they eluded their guards, stole a 
oat nnd put to sfn In it They hnd no 
irs, but mnnngod to make headway 
F using 11)oir fthlrtu aa sail*.

They had given up 
hupe of c-uiiiii:;; saffly out of t!n-ir ilan- 
gtr when tiu-y We're picked uji by a ca- 
noe Iilled with dark skinned natives. 
Then tlu?y supposed that they were 
safe, but thc-y soon discovered their 
mistake. A reward had brt-» offered 
for thc-ir capture. The blacks who hud 
found tbi'iu had 1/t-en out in the hope 
of doing that exact thing, and soon 
after they dcHvoml Voi^in and his 
chum into the hands of the French 
officials. 


As a "dangerous"' prisoner Voisin's 


lot at Cajcuue became even wors« 
than before. He was condemned to 
double chains for years. Other men 
were enduring the same punishment, 
aad one of them was a convict named 
Jaiaioux. The two men got to be 
friends, and one day Voisin told Jami- 
oux his name and former home. 


'•Why," cried his comrade, ''then it 


must be you who was condemned for 
the murder of the woman Adam." 


"Yes," said Voisin; "it is I." 
"But you are innocent," cried Jami- 


oux. ''I know it, for the murderer con- 
fessed the crime to me. It was a man 
named Langlois, an ex-sergeant, who 
was with me at the island of Re." 


Voisin, jubilant, made Jamioui re- 


peat what he had said to the governor 
of Cayenne. The ofiicial reported it to 
the French government, and the gov- 
ernment investigated. For three years 
the inquiry dragged along, but came to 
a dramatic end when the discovery 
was made that on his deathbed Lan- 
glois had confessed that he had mur- 
dered Mme. Adam. Then Voisin was 
set free.

tion and the consequent failure of po- 
lice protection, together with the im- 
mense strett-h of country over which 
they could extend their operations, af- 
forded them the utmost liberty In the 
practice of their nefarious profession. | 


Samuel Mason \vi:s the most notori- 


ous of the robbers to whom the situa- 
tion of the country gave rise and af- , 
forded comparative security. His ca- i 
rcer covered ti period of many j'eara, 
nnd his nume was a terror to the 
peaceful traveler, often forced to make 
inland journeys over narrow forest 
trails. Mason covered a vast deal of 
territory. Evidence was piled up to fix 
crimes upon him from as far north as 
the "Illinois country" to the southern 
part of the then Louisiana territory.

The legends that are still afloat about 


him are in strict accord with piratical 
conventionalities. He is reported to 
have been a man of tremendous stnt- • 


The following remarkable story of n 


difficult surgical operation performed 
by a man wholly unskilled in such 
work is related by Frank T. Bullen in 
"The Men of the Merchant Service" 
It is the more remarkable because of 
its complete success. 


During a whale hunt a Hue kinked 


and dragged a man entangled by one 
arm and one leg deep under the sea. 
Ee was released by the imprisoned 
members giving way under the fright- 
ful strain. Rising to the surface and 
floating there unconscious, he was 
picked up and taken on board the ship. 
There it was found that a portion of 
the hand, including four fingers, had 
been torn away.

vessels, so that 
it appeared as 
if the poor 
wretch had on- 
ly been saved 
fiom drowning 
to die more cru- 
elly. No surgi- 
cal instruments 
w e r e aboard, 
but C a p t a i n 
James Huntliug 
was n o t t h e 
man to allow 
my 0:10 to perish without a great effort 
-o save him. lie had a carving knife, a 
handsaw and a fishhook. The in jury was 
-o great and the poor fellow's cries so 
Heartrending that several of the crew 
/.liated vi hile attempting to help the 
•skipper, and others became sick. So, 
unaided, the skipper lashed his patient 
lo the carpenter's bench, cut off what 
remained of the leg and dressed the 
mangled hand; then, making for the 
Sandwich Islands, he put the man In 
hospital, where he recovered and, re- 
turning to America, passed the rest of 
his days in comfort as a small shop- 
keeper. 


The Sea Serpent Hoax. 


What proved for a time to be the 


most successful sea serpent hoax on 
record was perpetrated by Dr. Albert 
C. Koch, u semiscicatist. In 1S43 he 
exhibited in Broadway, Now York, a 
large skeleton of a fossil animal which 
ho had named hydrarchos, or 
sea 


Uing. The remains consisted of a head 
and vertebral column measuring 114 
feet. After they had excited the peo- 
ple of this country for some time a 
Professor Wynian examined them and 
discovered that they represented the 
bones of several zeuglodons strung to- 
gether. Koch later sold the skeleton 
to the museum of Dresden. 


Foolfnh Fear* of Brave M«n. 


History Is full of striking Instances 


in which persons of acknowledged 
mental superiority have bowed in ab- 
ject terror before some trifling or un- 
reasonable object, not always Intrinsic- 
ally unpleasant, as the fninonn queen 
who fainted upon touching velvet nnd 
the violets which so Invariably discon- 
certed Talleymml.

nre, with a face %vhose natural fierce- 
ness was enhanced by a black beard. 
In physical aspect and in cruelty and 
daring he was well fitted to be the 
leader of the band of cutthroats that 
terrorized the whole countryside for 
years. Four sons of his bearing a 
striking physical resemblance to him 
were the chiefest ornaments of the 
bloodthirsty band of ruffians he gath- 
ered around him after going to Missis- 
sippi territory. 


At this period the overland route 


from Natchez to Nashville led through 
au almost unbroken forest, chiefly un- 
der the control of the Choctaws and 
Chickasaws. Houses of entertainment 
along the route were few and of the 
most primitive kind, being usually log 
structures having two rooms, with a 
hall between. Protection of life and 
property there was noue. The traders 
had to form themselves into sufficient 
companies to protect their persons and 
property against the high-.vaymen, who 
Iilled the forest, or employ men for 
that purpose when starting out from 
Natchez. Along this route Mason and 
his band began a career of crime al- 
most without a parallel. The "Natchez 
trace" became a perilous road and 
swallowed up many a peaceful trader 
trying to make his way back to the 
uorth with the proceeds of his thrift. 


Murder wns the usual accompani- 


ment of these robberies, aud it was 
committed not only where there was a 
resistance, but in many cases out of 
mere wantonness. 


Mason soon began to find things hot 


for him and his band. Numerous crimes 
were fixed on them by evidence amply 
sufficient in those days. The whole ter- 
ritory was eroused. He now threw off 
all disguise nnd gloried In his reputa- 
tion as a desperado. In the forest, near 
where robberies were committed, he 
had a habit of carving bis name. "Ma- 
son, the Man of the Woods," was tho 
•olf adopted sobrlauct which he vain- 
gloriously carved almost wherever he 
went. Ills daring knew no bounds. At 
last Governor Clalborno offered a re- 
ward of $2,000 for the capture of Ma- 
son.

tion. This strange confidence cost him 
dear. Mason and five men of his baud 
went to the house, met the official, and 
Mason began an explanation of his In- 
tentions, which were, he s>aid, entirely 
honest and commendable. Dr. Robert 
McCay listened a minute or so until the 
soldiers could surround the house and 
then cut him short, curtly telling him 
that he could make bis explanations 
later on to the military commandant at 
New Madrid. They were told that the 
house was surrounded and resistance 
would be useless. Caught in the trap, 
there was nothing to do but submit, 
and this they did with considerable ill 
grace. 


At the conclusion of the subsequent 


examination, which had lusted thirteen 
days, it was decided to scud the record 
and the prisoners to New Orleans to be 
dealt with as the governor general 
there should think proper. 


At this point the record ends as far 


as the manuscript in the possession of 
the historical department at Jackson is 
concerned.

The usually accepted ac- 
count of his death is tragic in the ex- 
treme. 


One day he and his gang robbed s 


traveler. In searching him they found 
a copy of the proclamation of the gov- 
ernor of the territory ofienng the re- 
ward for his capture. 
This was the 


first intimation seemingly that his 
confederates had of the value of his 
capture. 
Shortly afterward he had n 


falling out with two of his men—Sut- 
lon and Harp—and they only waited 
for the opportunity to betray him to 
his death. 


One dnj it came, and they killed 


him. 
In order to prove bis identity 


they cut off his head and with it went 
to Greenville, Jcftorson county, where 
court was then in session. They suc- 
ceeded in getting a number of poople 
who knew Mason -nell to identify the 
head as that of M.ison and ^rcre In a 
fair way to establish their claim and 
get the reward without exciting sus- 
picion. While the matter was still in 
debate, ft traveler rode into the town 
and recognized the two men as the rob- 
bers who had waylaid him on the 
Natchez trace a short time before. He

CORX A\D HOG CHULKRA. 


It wouid be worth millions of dollars 


to the hog raisers Of the country to 
really know beyond any reasonable 
doubt whether high priced corn js in 
any way associated with immunity 
from hog cholera; whether corn as a 
hog food, and often almost the sole 
food, is responsible for the disease. It 
has now happened twice within our 
tecollection that in years when corti 
has gone to SO cents and o\cr the coun- 
try has been almost free from hog dis- 
ease, and we also recall that when corn 
has been very cheap, 13 cents a bushel, 
the hogs have died by the million. 
There is enough of coincidence in these 
matters to justify investigation, espe- 
cially when it is considered that we 
well know that corn is a very poorly 
balanced ration. While pork can prob- 
ably be made more cheaply on corn 
than on any other product, it by no 
means follows that it is tho best food 
for the pig. We are more and more 
convinced that if we would raise our 
pigs upon other foods largely—oats, 
clover, rye, barley, peas—and simply 
finish them off with corn, a great step 
forward would have been taken in 
averting the cholera. 


A PnOBI^BM FOU rWVEXTORS. 


The attention of the people at large 


has been.very sharply drawn to the 
question of a fuel supply as a result of 
the late .strike among the hard coal 
mineia. Kot only has the price of hard 
L-oal been greatly advanced, but the 
prices of both soft coal and wood have 
advanced also. As a result the atten- 
tion of the country has been diverted to 
other possible fuel supplies. It has al- 
ways seemed to us that there was one 
source of supply which might be made 
available which has ne\cr been util- 
ized, and that is the mechanical conver- 
sion of the surplus straw and corn- 
stalks of the farms into a blocked fuel. 
Surely some practical machine could be 
invented which would shred1 and com- 
press this material into buitable block 
form for use aa fuel, ai.d this, too, at a 
low price. All through the north and 
west there are millions of tons of corn- 
stalks and flax, wheat nnd oat straw 
wasted each year, enough on nearly ev- 
ery form to furnish an ample fuel sup- 
ply for the farm homo. Here is a prob- 
lem well worth the attention of our 
most ingenious imcntois.

Plunged 250 Feet 


To Instant Death 


By the sMpping of a rope of a swing- 


ing scaffold on the tall chimney of the 
eleven story refinery of a sugar com- 
pany in Brooklyn a few days ago two 
meu fell 250 feet and were instantly 
killed and a third fell seventy feet to 
the roof of the building and was fright- 
fully injured. The fourth man on the 
scaffold saved his life by clinging to a 
rope until rescued. 


The bricks in. the top of the chimney, 


which towers to a height of 250 feet, 
having become loose, Henry Cooper wag 
employed to make the necessary re- 
pairs. With him were John Mulroy, 
John Williams and John Murray. 


A stationary scaffold was built around 


the four sides of the chimney near the 
top, and when the brickwork was fin- 
ished a swinging scaffold was suspend- 
ed from the stationary structure. The 
rope holding the swinging scaffold was 
tied around one of the stout timbers 
of the stationary scaffold. 


This swinging scaffold was on the 


north side of the tall chimney, and the 
four men got on it to do the "pointing," 
as the mortar work was called. Coop- 
er and Murray were on the land side 
of the scaffold and the two men killed, 
on the East river side. The scaffold was 
about thirty feet below the stationary 
structure when Cooper gave orders to

A bird of i.^ioatjt; =s a bud—gener- 


ally in a flocl.—o'i the \\ay north or 
south. This passage 
really 
covers 


most of ihv spring and iuainier. Thtie 
is hardly a wesk from March to No- 
vember when flocks of birds are not 
moving from station to station. Rob- 
ins go south from northern pans as 
early as August j—that is. they start 
from their nestin ggrounds—but they 
move very-deliberately across 
the 


country. Orioles clixse uy housekeep- 
ing early in August, and they spend a 
month in flitting about the country, in 
a happy-go-lucky sort of a v:ay. 


Interesting as birds are during their 


brief nesting season, they are more 
interesting durin gtiiei rtravels. Their 
sojourn anywhere is very brief. The 
nearest to complete domestication is 
found in the case of the catbird. When 
treated well and familiarly he ccmes 
ncrth about the first of May and does 
not leave us till some tim-e in October. 
He is not all this while nesting or 
singing, but he is in the bushes ready 
for a pleasant chat with you if you 
have proved yourself a companionable 
friend. Robins arev ery irregular about 
coming or going, and some of them are 
sure to be lett betund all winter. Most 
of the birds are gregarious when trav- 
eling; probably for the sake of safety. 
A flock of very i>eacsful birds is com- 
pelled to add the additional protection 
of traveling by night. By day they are 
generally resting or feeding in some 
pleasant locality. In the spring they 
always are heard first in the early 
morning; in the autumn, their good- 
bye is heard at the approach of even- 
ing. All night they are on che wing. 


It is a mistake to suppose that any 


of our birds care for hom-e as resi- 
dence. They only stay in one spot long 
enough for a single purpose; either 
for rearing young, or to collect food, 
or to escape cold weather. These fel- 
lows that drop down on us in the early 
morning to dine from our mountain 
ash trees in August or September are 
cosmopolitans. Some varieties of birds 
will abound in- a section one year and 
be very scarce the next. This is mark- 
edly true of grosbeaks and orioles. 
During 1902 the orioles have been most 
ly birds of passage, nesting p/obably 
further north—-but appearing in large 
numbers as birds of ^passage—eating 
plums and grapes, and spoiling what 
they could not eat. A saucy flirt and 
handsome marauder, the oriole can do 
more mischief in a week of traveling 
than a flock of birds that are resi- 
dents.—New York Independent.
